Council Passes Ordinance Au­ 
thorizing Daylight Saving 
Next Year. 


An ordinance authorizing daylight 
saving in Harrisburg each year 
was 
passed on first reading by City Coun­ 
cil Tuesday, with no comment by any 
of the Commissioners. 
It was pre­ 
sented by 
Mayor Daniel L. 
Keister 
and will likely be called for final pas­ 
sage at 
the meeting next 
Tuesday 
morning. 
The measure 
provides that 
each 
year the standard time 
in H arris­ 
burg shall be advanced one hour at 
2 o’clock on the last Sunday morn­ 
ing in March, and 
shall be retarded

hour at
